DOUBLE TRACK PLANS 
TO COST $75,000,000 


Union and Southern Pacific to 
Spend Huge Sum. 


New York, Feb. I.—The executive 
com m ittee of the tJniou Pacific and 
Southern Pacific lines voted to com­ 
plete double tracking of their lines 
from the Missouri river to San Fran­ 
cisco. 
They also voted to double track the 
Oregon Short Line from the Junction 
with the Union Pacific main line a; 
Granger, Wyo., to Huntington. Ore.; 
also the line along the Columbia river 
in Oregon to Portland, a total distance 
of 1673 miles. 
The cost of the double tracking of 
the lines as determ ined upon will ag­ 
gregate upwards of $75,000,000, which 
will be distributed over a period of 
five years, 
In a statem ent accompanying the 
announcem ent of the double tracking 
project the president, Robert 8. Lov­ 
ett, commented upon the reasons that 
had Impelled the roads to reach their 
decision and declared the belief of 
him self and his associates that pres­ 
ent conditions, considered unfavorable 
to the railroads, were but temporary.

SEARS PLEADS 
LAPSEOFMEMORY 


Slayer of Minister and Wife 
Tells Story in Court 


THE EVIDENCE IS ALL IN 


Half-Breed Declares He Did Not Know 


W hat He W a s Doing When Ha M ur­ 


dered Benefactor and Wife. 


Trenton, N. J., Feb. I.—John Sears, 
the half-breed m urderer of Rev. and 
Mrs. Amxi L. Armstrong, told a re­ 
m arkable story of lapse of memory 
when he took the stand in his own 
defense in the Mercer county court 
here. 
Sears has already confessed that he 
m urdered the aged m inister and his 
wife at the parsonage of the Dutch 
Neck Presbyterian church on T hanks­ 
giving eve last. 
He took the stand in his own de­ 
fense and said that he shot Rev. and 
Mrs. Armstrong, but didn’t know what 
he was doing at the time. He gave in 
detail his every action on the day of 
the m urder up to the time Mrs. Arm­ 
strong called him "nigger.” Then, he 
said, his mind became a blank. He 
took a double barreled gun in the cor­ 
ner of the room and first shot the 
aged m inister through the heart. Mrs. 
Arm strong 
picked 
a 
heavy 
paper 
w eight from the table and hurled it 
at the head of the half-breed. 
Seara 
ducked the paper weight and then 
shot Mrs. Armstrong. 
Hears said that be remem bered a 
flash and he thought it must have been 
the flash of the gun. He remembered 
in detail his every movement after 
that time, during which he went to 
New Brunswick to the rooms of bis 
N ational Guard company, where he ' 
posed aa a white man. and until the 
return to his home shortly after mid I 
night on Thanksgiving morning. Then ! 
according to the m ulatto’s rem arkable 
testim ony, as he stepped 
upon the 
porch to go into the house, It flashed 
across his mind that be had done : 
som ething wrong. He then realised, { 
he said. for the first tim e that he had , 
m urdered the couple who were hts< 
benefactors and who had taken cars j 
of him, together with bls mother, for 
upward of thirty years. 
Sears said there was aboslutely ne 
reason why he should have murdered 
Mr. and Mrs. Aarm strong and claimed 
that he didn’t know what he was do­ 
ing. 
He was the only witness offered for 
the defense and the case will go tc 
the Jury after the summing up of 
counsel today. 


CIVIL SERVICE IN PENNA. 


Bill Alms to Take Employes of Third 
Class Cities Out of Politics. 
H arrisburg, Pa., Feb. I.—Th# state 
civil service bill, designed to take em­ 
ployes of the state out of the realm of 
politics, was introduced in the house 
by Mr. W allace, of Lawrence, but aa 
to Its chances o f getting by the vigi­ 
lance of the Republican organisation 
leaders, that is a problem. 
The bill is backed by the CiYil Ser­ 
vice Reform association. It is a meas­ 
ure of great significance, and if it* 
advocates are successful in getting It 
through, its provisions will include at 
least 6000 state offices and at least as 
many more in case It should be ap­ 
plied to the larger counties and the 
third-class cities. 
The adm inistration of the law, It is 
proposed, is to be in the hands (rf a 
state civil service commission, to con­ 
sist of three m embers to be appointed 
by the governor. 
The opening gun in th e fight for 
local option was fired in the house 
when Mr. Boyd, of W estm oreland, in­ 
troduced w hat is in substance the 
Fair local option bill o f the last ses­ 
sion, and which is to be supported by 
the local optionists 
throughout the 
state and by the Anti-Saloon league. 
This bill provides th at upon petition 
of 25 per centum of the qualified elec­ 
tors at the previous general election 
in any borough, township or ward of 
any city, the court shall order an elec­ 
tion to be held not less than thirty 
nor more than forty days from the 
time the petition Is filed, to decide by 
a m ajority vote w hether or not li­ 
censes shall be granted In such com­ 
m unity. for the sale of intoxicating 
liquors. 
Elections upon this Issue may be 
held every three years In any bor­ 
ough, tow nship or ward of any city. 
Under the term s of this bill saloons 
could be wiped eut, and three years 
later licenses could again be granted 
In any such community.

Form er President of Mire W orkers 


Will Have Until April to Decide to 
Which Organization He Will Cling. 


Columbus, O., Feb. I.—After debat­ 
ing the question at two previous con­ 
ventions, the United Mine W orkers of 
America, by a vote of 1213 to 967, 
decided to amend the constitution so 
that John Mitchell, former president 
of the miners, will either have to re­ 
sign from the Civic Federation or get 
out of the m iners’ organization. 
The am endm ent stipulates that all 
m iners becoming mine bosses, super­ 
intendents, members of the National 
Civie Federation or other organiza 
tlons allied with the employer class 
shall be ineligible to the membership 
of the United Mine Workers. 
The Socialist element of the conven­ 
tion voted almost solidly against the 
connection of Mitchell with the Civic 
Federation, as did 
also the I^ewls 
strength. Mitchell will have until next 
April to decide to which organization 
he will cling. A year ago he was quot­ 
ed as saying that he would not forsake 
the m iners under anv consideration. 
indianapolis probably will land the 
next 
convention, although W ashing­ 
ton, 
Portland, Ore , 
Columbus arid 
other d tie s are seeking to win t ie 
honor. Although It has been suggested 
that Columbus be selected for perm a­ 
nent headquarters, the idea has been 
given up. 
In a tell gram to the convention, 
John Mitchell, from New York, de­ 
clared the ai tion a '' ruel injustice,” 
and went on to say: 
“I recognize the legal right of the 
convention to enact this legislation, 
and while I believe that an investiga­ 
tion should have been made by your 
convention before passing Judgment 
averse to the National Civic Federa­ 
tion and a g .inst me personally, never­ 
theless, I si:omit to your wishes, al­ 
though I shall live in the conscious 
ness that the men and 
women at 
home, for whom I worked for many 
years, will not concur in your conclu­ 
sions.” 


House

Pacific Exposition by a Vets of 259 


to 43. 


W ashington. Feb. I.—After months 
of pulling and hauling by representa­ 
tives of San Francisco and New Or­ 
leans, the house of representatives 
voted to the Pacific coast city the 
Panam a canal exposition, which is to 
bo held in 1915. 
First the house voted 188 to 159 to 
take up the resolution to invite the 
other nations of the world to partici­ 
pate in an exposition at San Francisco 
instead of a bill of sim ilar tenor for 
New Orleans. This showed where the' 
victory was going and, after more dis­ 
cussion, 
the 
resolution itself went 
through with a whoop. 
The votes In favor of it numbered 
259, while only 43 votes were cast 
against It. 
Now the fight between the two cit­ 
ies, which has been waged ever since 
congress 
convened, 
will 
be 
tran s­ 
ferred to the senate. 
I ii subm itting the special rule under 
which the exposition was considered, 
Representative Dalzell, of Pennsylva­ 
nia, said the rules com m ittee had been 
app**aled to, as neither city was will­ 
ing to have the other city’s claims 
Erst considered. 
It was thereupon determ ined to put 
the issue squarely up to the house and 
have a roll call on which those favor­ 
ing the San Francisco 
proposition 
were to answ er “San Francisco” and 
those favoring New O rleans to answ er 
“New O rleans.” 
The San Francisco proposition was 
contained in a joint resolution which 
simply asked the government to re­ 
cognize the exposition and invite for­ 
eign nations to participate. 
The New Orleans proposition was 
contained in a house bill asking re­ 
cognition by the government, an Invi­ 
tation to foreign nations to partici­ 
pate and calling for an appropriation 
of 'II,OOO,OOO for a governm ent ex­ 
hibit. 
The 
galleries 
held 
the 
greatest 
crowed of the session. 
Many of the 
spectators were women. 
Representative Kahn's resolution to 
Invite foreign nations to participate In 
an exposition at San Francisco then 
cam e before the house. 
It provided 
that the president should invite for­ 
eign nations to participate In the ex­ 
position when satisfied that $7,500,000 
bad been raised for the fair. Mr. Kahn 
asked that the am ount be raised to 
fl5.ftOO.OoO and the am endm ent was 
agreed to.

Venerable Prelate Rallies, But Physi­ 
cians Make No Promises. 
Philadelphia, Feb I.—U tile change 
was noted in the condition of Arch­ 
bishop Ryan. Although he had sev­ 
eral severe sinking spells he rallied 
each time. 
He was much cheered with visits 
and m essages from em inent clergymen 
and received a cabled blessing and 
m essage of sympathy from Pope Pius, 
which greatly delighted him. 
His physicians gave out the follow­ 
ing statem ent:

MEADOW FESCUE. 


Incrsass In Usa of Plant Good For 
Pastures In Many Regions. 
For several years past meadow fes­ 
cue has been an important crop In 
northeastern Kansas, according to the 
United States department of agricul­ 
ture. 
The acreage devoted to this 
grass has. however, been extremely 
variable. The fluctuating tendency Is 
due chiefly to changes In the price of 
seed. The meadow fescue seed crop 
has In some years reached a total val­ 
uation of over $150,000 In a very limit­ 
ed section of the state. The demand 
for meadow fescue seed Is quite limit­ 
ed; hence an undue expansion In pro­ 
duction has caused In several years a 
decided fall In price. The merits of the 
grass are such, however, that It Is be­ 
lieved that a better knowledge of its 
usefulness will result in its being em­ 
ployed much more extensively, espc 
dally for permanent pastures through­ 
out the timothy region. 
Meadow fescue Is also locally known 
as English blue grass notwlthstand 
log the fact that In England It Is called 
meadow fescue. 
The name English 
blue grass should be discarded for the 
established name meadow fescue, as 
the use of both lends to confusion. 
Meadow fescue sown alone furnishes 
scant pasturage during the hot sum 
mer months, and its lack of root stocks 
prevents Its taking first rank as a pas­ 
ture grass In any region where Ken 
tucky blue grass does well. Its value 
at present Is fully appreciated only In 
the eastern parts of Nebraska and 
Kansas, it is quite probable that in
